INCE Play-houfes and Players are become the 
general topics of Coffee-houfe politicians, and the 
houfes of Auftria and Bourbon are Jeft to take care 
of their own interefts; 1 beg leave to offer a few loofe 
thoughts upon that fubjeét. ‘That the entertainment of 


the Theatre, under proper regulations, is a moft uleful 


diverfion to unbénd and inflruét the mind, is, I think, a 
felf-evident propofition : fure Iam, the wifeft in ail ages 
have been the moit ftrenuous advocates in its favout. ‘That 
there are great corruptions in the theatrical world which 
require a {peedy remedy, is too plain to be denied: and 
I hope the few following loofe thoughts, may, in fome 
chee ath be fubfervient to its reformation, 

I propofe then; that one or more perfong be afipointed 
with a handfome falary to be pay’d by the ftate, who fhall 


judge and determine betwixt the arbitrary proceedings of 


the managers of the Theatrés, and the exorbitant claims 
of the actors; with a power to punifh both by pe- 
cuniary muléts, and upon their perfeverance, either in 
neglect of bufinefs, or fcandalous abufe of morals, to ex- 
clade and cut off the offender as a rotten member of the 
fociety, not to be re-admitted but upon a reafonable pro- 
{pect of amendment. That all plays, &c. bé examined 
and authorized by the faid officer, fo that all plays, or 
fuch parts of them, as any way tend .to corruption of 
manners, be excluded the Theatre. That aétors be pur 
on a footing in reputation with~all other profeffo’s of the 
liberal arts 5 fo that even an anfuccefsfal attentpt to pleafe 
upon the ftage, fhall not in'the leaft difqualifie any perfon 
for‘ any genteel employment, no, not for that of the 
gown. 

So mahy acquirements are -neceffary to be joined, to 
form a compleat actor, as perhaps no other vocation ce 
mands. He fhould have a graceful perfon, a itrong anc 
harmonious voice, a genteel deportment and behavicur, 





a good memory, found judgment, and a perfeét know- 
ledge of men and mannerss he ought to have a compe:

tent skill iri languages, oratory, and poetry § Im painting, 

ftatuary, mufic, dancing, fencing: nor is there one art 
neceflary in the education of a gentleman, of which he 
need not have arly knowledge, except only riding of tlic 
great horfe. If then the employment of an aétor be really 
ufeful, and fo many qualifications neceflary to comple it 
his character, why fhoiald he be ftigmatized with cor- 
tempt-and infamy ? Take off thefe, and men of learning 
and liberal education, with fimall fortunes, will be willing 
to appear upon the ftage ; and may foon raife it to, that

“A. your Paper ufuaily contains, [ am farprized, not 
to nnd any thing in it concerning the terrible condition 
our ftreets are in. It is {catcely credible, thata city, 
which is one of the fineft of the world, except in thr 
re(peét, fo happily fituated by its declivity towards the 
river, and fupplied with fach a quantity of water, ould 
remain in the condition in which we daily fee it. The 
pavement is broken in a thoafand places, and when com- 
plaint is made by*the perfons appointed for that purpofe, 
théy are generally filencéd by a {mall prefent; which, 
altho’ never {0 fmall, is of more advantage to them then 
the mending of the pavement could be. I am befites 
almoft fure, that this filth muft be extremely unwholfome 
to the inhabitants, and muft very much affeét all wea: 
conititutions efpecially. Who would live in the countrey, 
where a ftinking puddle ftood before the door? No-bod*, 
Iam fure, that could help it; and yet many a thoulina 
doin London. In wet weather you aré covered wit

is the private intereft of every fhop-keeper to aAave tis 
crofling b®fore his door free from dirt, for the conveniency 
of his cuftomers, Amferd:m, one of the molt tradiny 
citiés, is always exceeding neat; and Paris, tho” calics 
Lutetia, from its dirty fituation, is Kept clean by the belt 
of regulations. Sure, Sir, this diforder deferves the n- 
tice of our governors. Aucustus César thought it no 
inconfiderable part of his glory, that he had found Rone 
of bricks, and that he left it of marble.
